I stayed with them as they grew up 
and always tried to gain their confi- 
dence.

More Than a Coincidence

ordered the Western Nations to get out 
of Berlin by May 27th. The demand 
created another great crisis in the cold 
war, tightened the already great ten- 
sion, and caused speculation as to the 


likelihood of a nuclear war. The an- 


swer of the Free World to the Russian. 


ultimatum was only what could be ex- 
pected. In the words of President Eisen- 
hower it was simply this, ‘We will not 
budge an inch.’ Certainly something 
tragic for the world seemed in the mak- 
ing. But now May 27th is gone by 
and did you note what occurred on that 
date! It was the funeral of John Foster 
Dulles, our secretary of state, who had 
worked so hard to bring peace to the

world. Attending the funeral were the 
foreign ministers of the four great 
powers in session in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, to resolve the Berlin problem. 
One of them was the foreign minister 
of Russia. We wonder if Andrei Gro- 
myko had ever been in a house of God 
before. At least it was something new 
for the world to think of a foreign 
minister of a nation, dedicated to the 
idea that there is no God, sitting in a 
Christian church and listening to a 
Christian funeral service for a Christian 
statesman. And that it should happen 
on such a day seemed doubly providen- 
tial. So far from May 27th exploding 
into a third world war, the foreign min- 
isters of the enemy powers, and all their 
people through them, were gathered in 
a house of the God of peace. We won- 
der what the full impact of that service 
upon the history of the world may ul- 
timately be. Somehow,or other we feel 
that in the wonderful turn of events 
God is trying to speak to His people. 
He is telling us to be patient and have 
courage. . . . God moves in a mysteri- 
ous way His wonders to perform.’”

The Exchanged Life in Action

“Wherefore seeing we also are com- 
passed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the race that 
is set before us, looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith; who 
for the joy that was set before him en- 
dured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God” (Heb. 12:1, 2). 


HESE two verses introduce the 
| Christian life to us as a race, a race 
that is set before us, which simply 
tells us that God has a plan for every 
one of our lives. He doesn’t unfold it 
all at one time, He always shows us 
enough to take the next step, but in the 
mind of God that plan is set before us. 
He will never settle for anything less 
than the fulfillment of the plan for each 
of our lives. 

The word for “race” here actually is 
the same word elsewhere in the New 
Testament translated “fight.” A fight, a 
relentless fight. And in this Christian 
life there are deep valleys to pass 
through, there are mountains to climb, 
there are rugged paths that are narrow 
to walk along, there are dark, and some- 
times dangerous, obstacles in the way. 
This is the Christian life pictured for us 





in the New Testament, and especially 
pictured like that in these verses: not a 
flat race, but an obstacle race, and the 
God who has called us» by His grace to 
live the life and run the race is the God 
who knows every valley, every moun- 
tain, every path, every loneliness, and 
every testing that will ever confront us. 

Nowhere does the New Testament 
suggest that, having entered in, the rest 
is all easy. It is always a battle, al- 
ways a fight, always a contest, and these 
two verses graphically illustrate for us 
the real nature of Christian conflict and 
the real secret of Christian victory. . It 
tells us of the victorious life in action. 

Here we see first the CHALLENGE 
OF THIS VICTORIOUS LIFE. “Where- 
fore seeing we also are ‘compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses.” 
Undoubtedly there is. a reference here 
to the great list of heroes described in 
the previous chapter, who by faith en- 
tered the race and by faith ran it, and

eventually won it. Unquestionably we — 


are looking back a moment to the bio- 
graphy of men long, long ago who have 
lived the same life, faced the same 
enemies, worshiped the same God, and 
who have discovered the same secret, 
that when the absolute impotence of a 
human life is linked by faith to the 
omnipotence of God, then anything ‘be-

comes possible. I do not think that the 
writer is referring only to Hebrews, 
chapter twelve, when he says, “Seeing 
we also are compassed about .. .” That 
word is the same word as is used in the 
fifth chapter of this letter concerning the 
high priest, of whom it is said that he 
was “compassed with infirmity” (v. 2), 
as he sought to make an offering for his 
own sins and the sins of the people. He 
could not do it properly or effectively 
because he was being constantly pulled 
down, hindered by his own personal 
weakness and failure. 

It is the same word that is used by our 
Lord Jesus who, in warning people to be 
careful lest they discourage little chil- 

‘dren from entering the Kingdom, said, 
“It were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck” (Matt. 18: 
6). That is the word. “Seeing we also 
are hindered, hanged about, ‘dragged 
down, restricted, frustrated—seeing we 
are all this by so great a crowd of wit- 
nesses.” 

The writer of this Letter is not simply 
looking back to the past. Rather he is 
asking us to look round in the situation 
in which each one finds himself today, 
because if we do that, it isn’t long be- 
fore we discover the great cloud of wit- 
nesses who compass us about. 

You perhaps have entered into a new 
experience of the revelation of the 
power of God, you have more than ever 
been encompassed about by a great 
cloud of witnesses. You have known 
something of what it is even to have a 
kind of millstone put around you, not 
merely by outward things and other 
people, but the fresh revelation of 
Christ has been accompanied by a fresh 
revelation of sin and the power of the 
Devil in your own life, and a fresh 
discovery of your utter inability ever to 
do or be anything for God. Every step 
forward in the school of obedience to 
the Holy Spirit is immediately counter- 
attacked by all the powers of darkness, 
and every time a step of faith is taken 
in the Christian life, at that moment 

_ Satan is there seeking to trip you up 

“and pull you back. 

Then there is the witness who is 
somewhat skeptical of the whole thing, 
and who can perhaps settle down to the 
normal routine of Christian living, hav- 
ing family devotions regularly (more or 
less), go to his business or attend to his 
home duties and really not be disturbed 
too much spiritually, who says to him- 
self, “Well, of course, it is all very well, 
but let us watch these folk who profess 
so much.” There is a great cloud of 


witnesses always ready and eager to 
watch a really true Christian, who is 
hungry for God, slip and stumble and 
fall, or be tripped up, and-then say, “I 
told you so. It doesn’t last.” 


Everyone 
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who would consent to settle for nothing 
less than the will of God, who is eager 
to press in for all the best that God can 
give him, will constantly know what it 
is to be pressed around and hemmed in 
by a great’ cloud of witnesses who will 
do everything to discourage and to pull 
him back into.a humdrum, average, 
second-best experience of Christian 
living. 

But let us look further at THE COST 
OF LIVING THIS LIFE. “Seeing we 
... are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run...” “Let us 
lay aside.” That does not simply mean 
“take off” as you might take off a coat 
and fold it up and put it down gently 
and carefully. The word means “cast 
off”’—fling away from us, deliberately 
throw away an impediment as some- 
thing that is detestable, which hinders 
and constantly drags us down and 
makes us to fail in the race. Let us 
cast off, without any hesitancy whatso- 
ever, every weight and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us. 

Let me show you the graphic picture 
of the word that comes into our English 
version—‘“the sin which doth so easily 
beset us.” It is like a man in enemy 
country seeking to break through into 
freedom. As he walks through on a 
dark night, suddenly he is surrounded 
by enemies who are all pointing their 
guns at him, and he is trapped. “The 
sin that doth so easily” surround us. 
That is the word. The'sin which sud- 
denly without warning comes from 
every angle, surrounds us, and holds as 
it were the gun to us, and we feel our- 
Selves caught. The price to pay if you 
would be a genuine Christian and go 
right through to the kingdom, knowing 
victory in your heart, is that you must 
cast off every weight and every sin that 
does so easily beset you. 

Here the Christian must deal with 
two things: something that is called a 
weight, and something that is called a 
sin. We need to distinguish between 
those two words for a moment. I 
hardly need to define what sin is be- 
cause we know. Have you cast off 
every sin? I don’t mean, Are you per- 
fect? No, far from it; but, Has every 
known sin been cast off in the name of 
the. Lord Jesus and in the power of the

Notes on Open Letters 


What About Kierkegaard? 


Could you in the “Open Letters” 
give us an article of .information on 
the celebrated Soren Kierkegaard of 
whom so many different verdicts are 
given in the religious press? Is he 
saint or a reprobate? a theologian or 
philosopher? one to admire or one to 
shun? I and many others I believe 
would appreciate your opinion—A 
Wisconsin reader. 

Soren Kierkegaard was a Danish phi- 
losopher and theologian who lived from 
1813 to 1855. His writings are hard for 
the layman to understand. In recent 
years THE SunDAY ScHoot TIMEs has 
reviewed two books about him: “Some- 
thing About Kierkegaard,” by David 
Swenson; reviewed August 25, 1945. . 
(Augsburg Pub. House, Minneapolis 15; 
$2.50.); “A Pastor Looks at Kierke- 
gaard,” by William T. Riviere; reviewed 
December 20, 1941 (Zondervan Pub. 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.40). 

The reviewer of the first-mentioned 
book said: “It is by Professor Swenson 
of the Department of Philosophy of the 
University of Minnesota, who has made 
the exposition of Kierkegaard’s writings 
a life work, considering, as he does, 
Kierkegaard as a philosophic thinker 
to be second only to Socrates. . 
Kierkegaard is one from whom aver- 
age Christian men and women have 
little to learn. How distant from his 
writings and how much more useful, 
comforting, and reassuring the prison 
letters of this great apostle. ... He 
appears to have had no recognizable 
joy in the Lord. He was a Christian in 
his own fashion and so considered him- 
self, but he seems to have been without 
interest in preparing the way of the 
Lord and His coming Kingdom, or in 
mediating the blessed Gospel to: those 
without it and beyond the sphere of 
its present influence.” 

The Trumes reviewer of the book by 
Riviere was somewhat critical of the 
book itsélf, though he commended its 
style. Speaking of Lamont, Heim, Kier- 
kegaard, and Karl Barth, he said: 
“They actually teach that God is not 
an object of knowledge, cannot be

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Why Should Christians Witness to Jews? 


Seven reasons why we should do so 


HEN our Lord Jesus Christ was 
W upon earth He commanded His 
disciples to go “to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel” (Matt. 10:6). 

Later the Apostle Paul, who had been 
brought out of the darkness of rabbini- 
cal Judaism into the marvelous light 
of the Gospel, wrote to the Gentile 
Christians of Rome: “For I am _ not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it 
is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek [the Gen- 
tile]” (Rom. 1:16). Surely this challenge 
is for Christians in this generation! 
Surely we should endeavor earnestly 
to give the Gospel to the Jews right 
here in our country at this time! 

Let me give you, briefly, seven rea- 
sons why we should do so: 

1. We should give the Gospel first to 
the Jews because they are sinners and 
are perishing without the Saviour. The 
Apostle Paul writes: “We have before 
proved both Jews and Gentiles, that 
they are all under sin” (Rom. 3:9). 
Christ said to the unbelieving Jews of 
His day, “If ye believe not that I am 
he [the Saviour-Messiah], ye shalt die 
in your sins” (John 8:24). 

What an awful thing for a Jew or 
Gentile to die in his sins, when there 
are Christians nearby who ought to 
tell them the good news: “Whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.’ Divine judg- 
ment is hanging over the individual 
Jew as well as over the individual Gen- 
tile: “The wrath of God abideth on 
him” (John 3:16, 36). Let us go and 
tell him of his Jewish Messiah, so that 
he may flee to Jesus from the wrath to 
come. “The gospel... is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth; to the Jew ‘first, and also to 
the Greek” (Rom. 1:16). 


God’s Special Love for Israel 

2. We should give the Gospel first to 
the Jew because God loves Israel with 
a special love. God chose Abraham 
and the other Jewish patriarchs for 
one reason: it was because He loved 
them (Deut. 7:7, 8). Should we not 
love those whom God loves with a 
Special affection? Let us ask Him to 
give us of His divine love for perishing 
souls round about us, and especially 
for His chosen people, the Jews. . 

3. We should give the Gospel first to 
the Jews because of gratitude for what 
we as Gentile Christians have received 
through the godly believing Jews: 

Our Saviour came of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of Judah, through 
David. He was born of a pure Jewish 
virgin. The Jews are Christ’s brethren 
according to the flesh! 

The Bible came to us through holy 
men of God—believing Jewish men— 
who were moved and carried along by

the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. The 
Jews gave us the Old and New Testa- 
ment Scriptures, the most valuable pos- 
session in this world. 

The believing Jews gave us Chris- 
tianity! “What,” you say, “the Jews 
gave us Christianity?” Even so—it was 
the early Jewish believers who gave 
the Gospel to the Gentiles, all of whom 
otherwise would still be bowing down 
to idols of wood and stone. 

Out of gratitude to God and to those 
early Jewish disciples and apostles, let 
us give the Gospel and the Word of 


‘ God to the Jewish people of this gen- 


eration who are still in the darkness of 
unbelief and facing the anguish of eter- 
nal judgment. 

4. We should give the Gospel first to 
the Jews because the Jews are accessi- 
ble. We can reach them! We do not 
have to cross the high mountains or 
sail the wide ocean to reach them. 
They are here—in our country as well 
as scattered in other lands. Many of 
them are _ shopkeepers, tradespeople 
with whom we have contact in a natural, 
friendly approach. Some of them may 
be our neighbors, or those with whom 
we work or study. They are accessible. 
We can reach them! The mission field 
of Jewry is here. The field is white to 
harvest. The Jews are hungry for spir- 
itual satisfaction which they do not 
find in the Judaism of the rabbis or in 
the synagogues or temples. And we 
have the Living Bread to give them. 


Open Doors Among Jews 

5. We should give the Gospel to the 
Jews because the Jews today are more 
open to the Gospel and to the message 
of the New Covenant than since the 
days of Pentecost. God is working 
among the Jews. It is time for us to 
go forth and work with Him, to witness 
to His covenant people, to tell them of 
our Saviour—what He means to us— 
and to provoke them to jealousy, so 
they, too, will want Him (Rom. 11:14). 
It has been our privilege to visit the 
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land of Israel personally a number of 
times in the work. of the Lord. Wher- 
ever we have traveled in that land we . 
have found the Jews there eager to 
read the New Testament. God is re- 
gathering many of His people, the Jews, 
to their ancient homeland. This is one 
of the signs of the near return of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. God is gathering 
from among world-wide Jewry the “rem- 
nant according to the election of grace” 
(Rom. 11:5), and He is preparing the 
elect nation, Israel, to receive Christ 
at His coming. But multitudes of Jews 
in the meantime are dying without 
Christ even here in America. To them 
we must go and witness, whether they 
will hear or whether they will forbear. 
We must obey our Lord’s command: 
“To the Jew first.” 

6. When the Jews are converted they 
will give life to a dead world (Rom. 
11:15). This will be especially true of 
the conversion of national Israel. It is 
often true, in a lesser sense, of the in- 
dividual Jew when he is converted. 
He often becomes a witness for his 
Lord. , 


What a New Testament Did 


My husband and I know a Jewess 
who was given a New Testament by a 
Christian friend... This Jewess, then 
only nineteen years of age, was worldly 
and utterly, ignorant of Christ, never 
having read the story of His matchless 
life. 

As the Jewess read the New Testa- 
ment in the privacy of her room, she 
was deeply moved. A few Christians 
were secretly praying much for her. 
She was brought by God’s Spirit under 
deep conviction of sin. She cried to 
God for light, “Oh, God, show me the 
truth; show me whether Jesus is the 
Messiah, and I will follow the truth 
wherever it leads me.” The _ divine 


-light little by little penetrated her 


darkened soul. 

About a year later she was wonder- 
fully converted. She trained for God’s 
service and He has graciously used her 
to help to forward the spread of His 
precious Word among Jews and Gen- 
tiles in many lands, and especially 
among Jews in the land of Israel. How 
thankful she is to the Christian who 
gave her a New Testament and how 
grateful to those who prayed much for 
her conversion and growth in grace! 
Was it not worth while to give out that 
one Testament to that worldly Jewess, 
whose heart was hungering for God? 

7. Another reason why we should give 
the Gospel first to the Jews is because 
God has promised to reward those who’ 
bless the Jews. His sure promise to 
Abraham and to his descendants is: “I 
will bless them that bless thee” (Gen. 
12:3). How can we more fully bless

HE Psalmist David, by faith and 

under divine inspiration, said, “In 
thy presence is fulness of joy; at thy 
right hand there are pleasures for ever- 
more” (Psa. 16:11). Oh, what a pros- 
pect! It is a “far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory” (2 Cor. 4:17). 
It is immeasurably beyond words to 
describe. Language fails in the attempt. 
The imagination in its highest flights 
cannot picture the scene. The mind can- 
not begin to take in the rapture and 
glories of the redeemed forever with 
the Lord. 

7. The children of God at death often 
get glimpses into Heaven as it opens to 
receive them. This was the experience 
of Stephen (Acts 7:55-60). In his dy- 
ing moments he saw the heavens opened 
and the glory of God, and Jesus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God. He told 
his persecutors what he saw, and said, 
“I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right hand 
of God.” He recognized Jesus, and as 
the stones came thick and fast from his 
tormentors pelting him to the death, he 
prayed, “Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,” 
and surely the first martyr had a royal 
welcome by the Lord of Glory into the 
mansion prepared for him. What was 
true of Stephen and recorded in the 
Scripture for our comfort has been true 
of multitudes of God’s dear children 
since then. Such deathbed scenes 
would fill a book. They are so numer- 
ous and so alike, and bear such uni- 
form testimony, that it would require 
greater credulity to discredit them than 
it does to accept them as true and gen- 
uine. 

Samuel Rutherford when dying said, 
“Christ is holding forth His arms to 
embrace me.” 

The dying words of the Rev. Alfred 
Cookman are made familiar to us in 
the precious hymn, “I am sweeping 
through the gates, washed in the blood 
of the Lamb!” : 

The great world evangelist Moody 
when dying said: “If this is death there 
is no dying. This is glorious. This is 
bliss, it is like.a trance. If this is death 
it is beautiful. I have been within the 
gates and I saw the children, Dwight 
and Irene.” (His two grandchildren 
who had gone to be with the Lord.) 
Among his last words were these: 
“Earth is receding. Heaven is ap- 
proaching. God is calling me.” 

My last pastorate was with a church 
in Iowa. One of my predecessors was 
the Rev. A. D. Sandborn who related the 
following incident. He was president 
of a school at Wilton, Iowa. In going 
back and forth to his school, he passed 
a home where a devoted Christian

young woman lay seriously ill. He was 
accustomed to call for a few minutes’ 
conversation with her and to inquire 
about her physical condition: One morn- 
ing as he called he found the family 
at her bedside. She was bolstered up 
in bed in nearly a sitting position. She 
took no notice of anyone in the room, 
but was intently looking off into the 
distance. She seemed to see a glorious 
city. She said: “Now just as soon as 
they open the gate I will go in.

looked, her eyes just danced. She 
leaned her head forward with a happy, 
eager expression as she said, “There!

go.” Then suddenly she sank back upon 
her pillow with such a disappointed 
look and exclaimed: “There they have 
let little Mamie in ahead of me, but 
next time they will let me in. Pretty 
soon they will open the gate again, and 
then I will go in.” Still gazing eagerly 
and expectantly into space, she lay 
quietly for a few moments, and then 
starting up she exclaimed: “There! 
there! they are going to open the gate. 
Now I shall go in.” With head leaning 
forward and eyes straining to see, she 
again sank back on the pillows in sore 
disappointment as she said: “There, 
they let Grandpa in ahead of me, but 
next time I will go in sure. They will 
be back pretty soon.” She still kept 
looking far away and talking. No one 
spoke to her, and she said nothing to 
anyone in particular and seemed to see 
nothing, save the sights of the beautiful 
city. 

Doctor Sandborn could not remain 
from his duties longer, and quietly left 
the house without having spoken to 
anyone. Later in the day he learned 
that soon after he left she had died just 
as he had seen her, so full of eager ex- 
pectancy and waiting for the gate to 
open and give her entrance: into the 
beautiful city. 

The scenes of that morning made a 
profound impression upon Dr. Sand- 
born, and a few days after the funeral 
he called at the house and inquired who 
it was ‘that the dying girl had called 
“Little Mamie.” They replied that she 
was a little girl who had lived near 
them at one time, but later had moved 
to some place in New York State. To 
this question, “Who was Grandpa?” 
they replied that he was an old friend 
of the young lady who, had just gone to 
be with the Lord, and that he had 
moved to some place in the Southwest, 
giving the name of the place. All of 


the circumstances made such an im- 
pression on Dr. Sandborn that he at 
once wrote to each of the postmasters

in thé places referred to, asking for in- 
formation, in the one case of “Little 
Mamie,” and in the other of “Grandpa.” 
Several days passed, when one day, in 
the same mail he received letters from 
the two postmasters replying to his 
questions and worded very much alike, 
In each instance the reply was that the 
person referred to had lived there, but 
had died on the morning of September 
16th, naming the hour. This proved to 
be the very time when he witnessed 
that affecting deathbed scene.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

HE outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
Ton believers at Pentecost marks 

the opening of a new chapter in the 
history of God’s dealing with His people. 
Hitherto the Spirit had come upon in- 
dividuals at His will to equip them for 
special purposes (eg., Judges 6:34). 
Now in answer to our Lord’s petition 
(John 14:16, 17) and in fulfillment of His 
promise (Acts 1:8) the Spirit of God 
fell upon all Christians. 

The description of His coming is re- 
markable. It was “as of a rushing 
mighty wind” (Acts 2:2). Like the 
wind, the Spirit is invisible but mighty 
to the tearing down of strongholds. His 
convicting power Sweeps away sin and 
casts down the citadels of idolatry. The 
cloven tongues were “like as of fire” (2: 
3). The Spirit purifies and refines His 
People, consumes the dross of their 
transgressions and brightens their path- 
way. He was and still remains the 
Church’s unique source of power, puri- 
fication, and illumination. 

The effect of the Spirit’s arrival was 
electric. A little company of 120 people, 
how energized by power from above, 
moved forth in the name of their Sav- 
iour to perform exploits for God. They 
had been “with one accord” in prayer; 
the Spirit came in power; they began to 
proclaim the Gospel with glorious re- 
sults. The sequence is ever the same. 
Prayer is the condition of power, which 
in turn issues in effective proclamation. 
May we ever remember this as we seek 
to be faithful witnesses for our Lord.

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Verse by Verse 
Acts 2:1—“And when the day of 


* Pentecost was fully come, they were all 


with one accord in one place.” Pente- 
cost (“fiftieth,” Greek) was one of the 
Hebrews’ three great festivals. It oc- 
curred fifty days “from the morrow 
after the sabbath” of Passover (Lev. 23: 
15, 16). The believers were “with one 
accord” (cf. Acts 1:14) joined in faith 
and expectation; “in one place,” a house 
(cf. 2:2) commodious enough to accom- 
modate at least 120 people (cf. 1:15). 

Verse 2.—“And suddenly .. . a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house .. .” 
“Suddenly” implies dramatic unexpect- 
edness. “Sound” (echos, Greek) means 
a very loud noise like a blast, as though 
caused by a sweeping gale. It pierced 
throughout the residence. Note in this 
verse and the next the words “as of.” 
The outpouring of the Spirit at Pente- 
cost was comparable to roaring wind 
(making an impact on the ear) and 
flaming fire (brightly visible to the eye). 

Verse 3—“And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
it sat upon each of them.” The shining 
phenomenon from Heaven, like flames 
of fire, parted (divided) themselves 
(literally) and rested upon the believers 
individually. Our Lord’s promise of 
Acts 1:8 was now wonderfully, with 
unexpected suddenness and in audible 
and visible fashion, being fulfilled. 

Verse 4—“And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost ... began to speak 
with other tongues, as the’ Spirit -gave 
them utterance.” At Pentecost'the Holy 
Spirit came in power upon all the .as- 
sembled _ believers. The immediate 
4 


effect was that under His influence they 
began to praise God in words foreign to 
their own language. This proves (1) 
that the outpouring of the Spirit was a 
miraculous act of God; (2) that the 
primary result of His infilling is to cause 
men to praise God. 


Verse 22.—“Ye men of Israel .. . Jesus 
of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
... by miracles and wonders and signs, 
which God did by him... as ye your- 
selves also know.” Having shown that 
the Christians “speaking with other 
tongues” (2:4) were not drunk, but 
were fulfilling Joel’s prophecy (2:16-21), 
Peter now brought his audience face to 
face with his Lord. The Jews knew 
Christ as one of their people from Naza- 
reth. But the astounding miracles of 
His that they had witnessed proved 
that He was both sealed and empowered 
by God. The implication was clear: 
their divine Messiah had actually been 
in their midst. 

Verse 23—“Him, being delivered by 
the determinate counsel ... of God, ye 
have taken, and by wicked hands have 
crucified and slain.” “Wicked” is “law- 
less” (men without the Law, Gentiles, 
in this case Romans). The crucifixion 
of Christ is declared to have two 
origins: (1) the Hostility of the Jews, 
who, through a Roman court and Roman 
executioners, brought their Messiah to 
death; (2) the eternal purpose of God, 
who brought salvation to believers 
through the death of His Son. 

Verse 24—“Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death... it 
was not possible that he should be 
holden of it.” Peter had been with 
Christ forty days after the Resurrection. 
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He knew the Resurrection to be a fact 
and here strongly affirms it as a demon- 
stration of the divine identity of the 
Crucified. The “pains” (pangs, ie., 
excruciating suffering, throes of an- 
guish) were shattered by Almighty God. 
The Lord Jesus could not possibly be 
held captive, for God had revealed in 
the Old Testament, which could not be 
altered, His eternal purpose to raise His 
Son from the dead (cf. Acts 2:25-31). 


Verse 32—“‘This Jesus hath God 
raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses.” “Whereof” .is “of whom” 
(Greek). The disciples were witnesses 


of and for their Lord (cf. Acts 1:8) as 
well as of His resurrection (cf. 1:22; 3: 
15). The fact that their Saviour had 
actually been raised from the dead and 
was alive became an integral part of the 
apostles’ Gospel proclamation (cf. 1 Cor. 
15:1, 3, 4). 

Verse 33.—“. . . being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having re- 
ceived of the Father the promise of the 
Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth this 
..-” Better, “at the right hand of God.” 
“Shed forth” is “poured forth” (Greek). 
Peter explains the origin of the miracu- 
lous outpouring of the Spirit. Christ 
Jesus, from His exalted position at the 
Father’s right hand, and in‘ fulfillment 
of the Father’s purposes, bestowed the 
Spirit to His waiting, expectant people. 

Verse 34—“For David is not ascended 
into the heavens: but he saith ... The 
Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my 
right hand.” Peter quotes Psalm 110:1 
to prove that the Man of Nazareth 
whom Israel rejected was actually her 
Messiah. Here is his logic: (1) David 
predicted that someone (“my Lord”) 
would be seated at God’s right hand; (2) 
‘David did not personally mount to 
Heaven to assume that hallowed posi- 
tion; (3) the outpouring of the Spirit 
awaited the presence of the proper 
person at God’s right hand to initiate 
the act; (4) Christ’s death, resurrection, 
and ascension demonstrated that He was 
the long-awaited one. The obvious con- 
clusion is given in verse 36. 


Verse 35.—“‘Until I make thy foes thy 
footstool.” Add “of thy feet” (Greek). 
Christ will remain at the Father’s right 
hand until His triumphant work on 
earth is complete. 


Verse 36.—“‘Therefore . .. know as- 
suredly, that God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both 
Lord and Christ.” The “my Lord” of 
Psalm 110:1 is not David, but the very 
person slain by the Jews. He is the 
divine Lord. Moreover, He is Israel’s 
Messiah (the “anointed one,”  i.e., 
Christos, Greek). And He was the one 
responsible for the Spirit’s coming at 
Pentecost. vi 


Verse 37.—‘Now when they heard this, 


they were pricked in their heart, and - 


said Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” Compare Acts 16:30. 
The straightforward, Scripture-centered 
preaching of Peter brought heart con- 
viction to his audience. His words 


pierced like a cutting knife; they stung 
the consciences of his listeners, not to 
mere remorse but to positive action.

Note: this is not teaching bap- 
tismal regeneration; baptism was simply 
an outward sign of inward faith. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


When believers were filled with the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost several signifi- 
cant results followed. 

First, a new understanding among 
people of different nationalities ensued. 
When the disciples “began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance” (Acts 2:4), lines of linguistic 
demarcation were broken down. Men 
of many races heard and understood the 
words of praise. In the days of the 
Tower of Babel human pride brought 
confusion of tongues (cf. Gen. 11:1-9). 
At Pentecost the diversification of lan- 
guages was overcome. The world today 
desperately needs understanding among 
races. Then let the Gospel be preached 
in the Spirit around the globe. 

Second, a new unity cemented the 
brethren. Believers were baptized by 
the Spirit into one body (cf. 1 Cor. 12: 
12) of which their ascended Lord is the 
head. They were knit together in the

bonds of faith and loving sympathy, 
Behold their holy, happy fellowship 
(Acts 2:42-47; see also 4:32, 36, 37), 

Third, the Spirit’s coming meant a 
new undergirding for the gigantic task 
of witnessing which lay ahead. The 
Church was soon to be tested in the 
fires of persecution and scattered far 
and wide. She needed iron in her blood, 
resolution of will, unflinching determi- 
nation, and heroic perseverance. The 
Spirit provided all this and more. He 
was her source of power, her unfailing 
reservoir of strength, her fount of wis- 
dom and confidence. Under His divine 
compulsion the Church of Christ pressed 
forward undaunted to change the his- 
tory of the world.

Topics for Development 


Effective preaching. When Simon 
Peter preached three thousand were 
added to the .Church (Acts 2:41). 
Several reasons were responsible for 
this. First, his message was based upon 
the Scriptures. He quoted the Prophet 
Joel to lay the groundwork for the 
development of his theme, and later 
Psalm 16 to establish his point. Second, 
he presented Jesus Christ crucified for 
sinners and raised again (2:23, 24). 
Third, he pointed his convicted listeners 
to the way of forgiveness. 
his proclamation of the Gospel was in 
the energy and with the authority of 
the Holy Spirit. This combination was 
irresistible. It produced lasting results. 


Practical Applications 


When the believers were “with . one 
accord” in one oaccupation (prayer, 1: 
14) and one place (2:1, the house where 
they were assembled), the Spirit of God 
fell upon them. Unity of mind, heart, 
and conviction is a prerequisite of 
spiritual power (cf. 2:46, 47). 

People of varied languages understood 
the disciples’ words of praise. Mis- 
understandings between races, between 
husbands and wives, parents and chil- 
dren, employers and employees can dis- 
appear when the hearts of both parties 
are melted by the Spirit of God. 

“Whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved” (2:21). But 
first they need to hear and believe. 
“And how shall they hear without a 
preacher?” (cf. Rom. 10:13, 14.). Am I 
faithful in witnessing, that others might 
at least hear and have a chance to be- 
lieve? , 

Saturate your heart and mind in the 
Word of God, that you, too, may explain, 
as Peter did, the way to Heaven. 

Everybody living has either had his 
sins forgiven or he has not. “Remission 
of sins” is only “in the name of Jesus 
Christ” (2:38). Then let us be eager to 
point men to Calvary, the‘solitary fount 
of cleansing. 

Cultivate the spirit of praise, gener- 
osity, and of the undivided heart; and 
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the Holy Spirit will use you in the ac- 
complishment of His purposes (2: 44-47). 


Golden Text 

Acts 2:38—“Repent, and be baptized, 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
One must have his sins forgiven before 
he can be indwelt by the Spirit. The 
conditions of forgiveness are a change of 
mind and spiritual direction, and faith 
in Christ, a testimony to the genuineness 
of which is given in the experience of 
baptism in the Saviour’s name. Have 
you met these conditions, and is the 
Holy Spirit using you?

The Passover was 
prophetic of the death of Christ (1 Cor. 
5:7); the First Fruits was prophetic of 
the resurrection of Christ (1 Cor. 15: 
23); the Feast of Weeks, or Pentecost, 
was prophetic of the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, as our lesson reveals. 

Much could be written on the “new 
meat (or meal) offering” which was to 
be offered on this fiftieth day—also on 
the accompanying sacrifices (Lev. 23: 
16-21)—but since the lesson theme is 
“Spirit-Filled Witnesses,” we will con- 
fine ourselves to that phase of the 
chapter. 

On this memorable day, the disciples 
were all with one accord, sitting in the 
house, when two spectacular things hap- 
pened! 

. there came a sound from heaven 
.” (Acts 2:2). —“It is like that of a 
powerful, sustained breathing . . . it is 
confessedly ‘blowing’ or ‘breathing,’ 
rather than ‘wind’ as in the ordinary 
versions. ... The idea suggested is that 
of inspiring, animating agency, though 
beyond human—a heavenly power, not 
fitful or (as we say) impulsive, but 
lifting and bearing on with divine en- 
ergy. It is the ‘power from on high’ 
promised by the Lord that manifested 
itself” (“Numerical Bible”). 

“And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire...” (Acts 
2:3) —The “sound” filled all; and the 
tongues “sat upon each of them”; with 
the result, “they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost,” and began to speak in 
languages which they had not known 
before, the purpose of which was the 
declaration of “the wonderful works of 
God” (vy. 11). 

Originally, “the whole earth was of 
one language and one speech” (Gen. 11: 
1). Sin was the procuring cause of dif- 
ferent languages (Gen. 11:7): God de- 


sired that His wonderful works should 
be declared in all languages; and this is 
how He set about fulfilling that desire. 

The whole world should: hear about 
works, words, 


the incarnation, life, 
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death, resurrection, and ascension of the 
Lord Jesus. To the glory of God and to 
the credit of those first-century Chris- 
tians, it can be said that when Paul 
asked the question: “Have they not 
heard?” he answered it by saying, “Yes 
verily, their sound went into all the 
earth, and their words unto the ends of 
the world” (Rom. 10:18). 

The spiritual blindness of the world is 
due to the fact that the nations did not 
believe the Gospel of Christ when it 
came to them. But that in no way ex- 
cuses believers today failing to evange- 
lize the world. 

Let praise ascend continually to God 
for all agencies, societies, publishers, 
recorders, and persons who are, in the 
energy of the Holy Spirit, spreading 
that Gospel of Christ, throughout the 
world. 

Let prayers be offered for them, and 
financial aid be given to sustain them 
in this exceedingly important work of 
evangelizing the world.

“Him, being delivered by the deter- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God ...” (Acts 2:23).—There are two 
aspects of the death of Christ—the God- 
ward and the manward. On man’s side 
it was murder; but on God’s side, it was 
that which was according to His definite 
plan and foreknowledge. 

Peter, in his first public witness after 
the crucifixion of Christ, presented 
Christ as the divinely approved Man, 
“by miracles and wonders and signs, 
which God did by him” in their very 
midst. 

He presses home upon their con- 
sciences the guilt of delivering Him to 
lawless Gentiles to be slain. He bears 
testimony to the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus and shows from Psalm 116 
that David predicted Christ’s resurrec- 
tion—not his own. 

He also stresses the exaltation of Jesus 
to “Lord and Christ.” The Lord de- 
sires all believers to be witnesses unto 
Him after this manner. 

Certainly our lives should tell for our 
Lord and Saviour, but that which is 
especially emphasized throughout Acts 
is the word-of-mouth messages from 
Spirit-filled witnesses. 

Other things such as choruses, spirit- 
uals, object lessons, flannelgraphs, chalk 
talks, slides, skits, and filmstrips should 
simply he means to the end of putting 
over “the words of this life” (Acts 5:20) 
to the hearers and readers. 

“Repent, and be baptized . . . for the 
remission of sins ...” (Acts 2:38).— 
This was the order for “all the house of

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Israel” (v. 36); but when the same mes- 
senger gave the Word to Gentiles, he 
said, “Whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins” (10:43). Then 
they received the Holy Spirit (10:44), 
after which they were commanded to be 
baptized in water (v. 47).

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ciples of Jesus, to the foreigners 
gathered from many parts of the world 
into Jerusalem, resulted in the conver- 
sion of more than three thousand souls. 

It is on record in the Word of God 
that something remarkable actually 
occurred. The disciples spoke many 
languages that they had never learned, 
and were clearly understood by the 
foreigners, who were also greatly aston- 
ished. They told about Jesus, Son of 
God, Messiah, Saviour of the world, 
with great effectiveness. Yet Paul says, 
“I thank my God, I speak with tongues 
more then ye all: yet in the church I 
had rather speak five words with my 
understanding, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue” (1 Cor. 
14: 18, 19; cf. 1-9). 

I have been wondering if we might 
get a lesson today as to how our actions 
as well as our words speak to others. 
I had a very earnest Christian friend 
into whose neighborhood came a family 
from Italy. They could not speak a 
word of English and my friend could 
not speak Italian. He wished that he 
might find a way to show friendliness, 
and the opportunity came when the 
man was injured in an automobile ac- 
cident and confined to. his bed for 
several weeks. Right away my friend 
had his wife, who was an excellent cook, 
prepare a bowl of chicken and rice, 
which he took to the Italian home. His 
knock at the front door was answered 
by the lady, who graciously greeted him 
with smiles. By using signs and point- 
ing to the dish, he succeeded in making 
her understand he had brought the 
chicken* and rice for the injured man, 
and she led him to her husband’s bed- 
side. The man seemed pleased and his 
eyes glistened when the bowl was un- 
covered and he-saw the tasty food. The 
man said something in Italian to his 
wife, which must have been, “Bring me 
a spoon,” for she forthwith fetched him 
one. The injured man eagerly ate a 
good part of the food, smiling his appre- 
ciation between spoonfuls. 

Now, fellows, that was wordless 
speaking. It was speaking in a language 
that met another’s need. I am not try- 
ing to make a dogma out of this, but I 
do believe there is something fine that 
can be brought forward to modern times 
from the thrilling incident at Pentecost 
when every man received a marvelous 
blessing “in his own tongue.” And re- 
member, this power was used for the 
purpose of introducing Jesus Christ to 
lost sinners. 

When our daughter was stricken with 
a sudden fatal illness while a pupil in a 
training school, we hurried to her bed- 
side, but reached there too late to see 
her alive. That night we were resting 
in the guest room of the training school 
while funeral arrangements were being 
made. There was a soft tap on the door 
and her music professor quietly entered, 
came across the room where I was sit- 
ting, and, drawing up a chair beside me, 
took my hand in his, and with his head 
slightly bowed just sat there for five or 
six minutes without saying a word. 
Then he relinquished my hand and 











arose, placing a hand on my shoulder 
with a gentle pat, and quietly walked 
out just as he had come:in. We were 
told that he admired our daughter’s 
talent and spirit, and he must have 
known how much she meant to us. But 
he did not have the language on his 
‘tongue eloquent enough to express his 
deep sympathy; he delivered it without 
uttering a word. I have never felt more 
keenly the impact of real sympathy. 

Paul describes this “language” in his 
great Love Chapter, 1 Corinthians 13.

VER since the beginning of things, 

.men had asked God for signs or 
miracles so that they could be sure that 
God is truly the living God of Heaven. 
We must remember that during those 
days men did not have the Bible as we 
have it. They needed proof in order to 
believe in God. We have the proof that 
the God we worship is the true and 
living God. That proof is the Word of 
God itself. Now that we have that, it is 
not necessary for God to prove Himself 
by doing signs (miracles). He can do 
them and sometimes doés do them. But 
the Lord Jesus is happy when we have 
faith, even when we cannot see. He 
said, “Blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed” (John 20: 
29). 

Before the Lord Jesus returned to 
Heaven, He promised that the third 
person of the Trinity, the Holy Spirit, 
would come to live in the heart-homes 
of those who had been born into the 
family of God. Since the Spirit of God 
is a spirit and does not have a body, the 
early Christians doubtless wondered 
how they would know when He had 
come to earth. If they could not see 
Him, could they be sure that He had 
come? 

After the Lord Jesus was crucified, 
risen from the dead, and ascended to 
Heaven, His followers met together in 
the city of Jerusalem and prayed to- 
gether for several days. Also in Jeru- 
salem at that time were many Jewish 
people who had come to a religious 
observance—the Feast. of Pentecost. 
Each brought to the House of God a 
sheaf of barley, the first sheaf that had 
been harvested from his field. This was 
his way of thanking God for his good 
crop and acknowledging that all that he 
had came from the hand of God. It 
was, on that special Day of Pentecost 
that, while the followers of the Lord 
Jesus were praying together, God’s Holy 
Spirit came to earth. There was the 
sound of a mighty, rushing wind. It 
filled the whole house where the dis- 
ciples were sitting. Then there ap- 
peared tongues which looked like fire 
that sat upon each one. Immediately 
the praying followers began to speak. 
But they spoke in foreign languages! 
Foreigners who were in the city heard 
about this unusual thing and they came 
to listen. Surely enough, they heard the 
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message of God in their native lan- 
guage. How amazed they were! Some 
supposed that they were drunken. 

‘Then Peter started to preach. He 
told them at once that the things which 
they had seen and heard were not. the 
result of drinking. The wind, the fire, 
the foreign languages all were a- sign 
(miracle) from God. Long ago, Peter 
explained, God had promised that His 
Spirit would come (Joel 2:28-30). This 
day, before their very eyes, God’s prom- 
ise had been kept. Then he added, 
“whosoever shall call on the name of the 
Lord shall be saved” (Acts 2:21). 

Peter continued a.sermon that was 
different from any you have ever heard. 
Peter—who not long before had even 
denied that he knew the Lord Jesus— 
was filled with the Holy Spirit. He 
rightly accused those who listened be- 
cause they had murdered the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God. But God, Peter 
deciared, raised up from the dead the 
one that they crucified. In the very 
long ago, He had promised that His 
holy one would not stay dead (Psa. 16: 
8-11). The Lord Jesus, while He was 
on earth, had claimed that He was the 
Son of God. “You did not believe Him,” 
Peter declared. “You said that He was 
a liar. But God has proved that 
what the Lord Jesus said is true, and 
has brought Him back from death.” 

His listeners knew that what Peter 
said was true. ' Their hearts pained 
them, we are told. They cried out to 
Peter and to the other believers, “Breth- 
ren, what shall we do?” 

Peter gladly told them, “Repent— 
change your mind regarding sin—turn 
from sin. Turn in faith to God. Be- 
lieve in the Lord Jesus Christ and be- 
lieve that He died for you. Receive 
Him into your -heart.” And that very 
day about three thousand souls were 
born into the family of God. Have you 
been born into His family? You can be, 
right now, if you will invite Him into 
your heart-home.

THE DESCENT OF THE HOoLy SPIRIT 


Pentecost was an annual feast day for 
the Jews. Pentecost came ten days 
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after Jesus ascended to Heaven. That 
morning the 120 disciples, waiting in 
Jerusalem for the Holy Spirit, gathered 
together for a meeting. 

Suddenly they heard a noise like a 
rushing, mighty wind filling the house 
where they sat. Then they saw what 
looked like tongues of fire resting on 
each one. All of them were filled with 
the Holy Spirit, and began to speak 
about the wonderful works of God, in 
many different languages. 

A great many Jews who had come to 
Jerusalem to keep the Passover, and 
then stayed for Pentecost, were from 
other parts of the world. When they 
heard that there was preaching in dif- 
ferent languages, they hurried to hear 
what the disciples were saying. And 
there each of them heard the Gospel in 
his native tongue. They were aston- 
ished because the holy men who were 
speaking had never been in those for- 
eign countries, and had never studied 
those languages. 

While they were wondering how this 
could be, Peter stood up and preached 
the Gospel, telling them that Jesus, 
whom they had put to death, was their 
Messiah and had risen from the dead 
three days later. 

Many of these Jews said to Peter, 
“What shall we do?” He told them to 
repent of their sins and to be baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus. About 
three thousand believed in the Lord that 
day! 


Now let us read Acts 2:1-4. The word 
“Pentecost” means “fiftieth day.” The 
Holy Spirit came on the fiftieth day 
after the resurrection of Christ, as God 
had planned long before. In Leviticus 
23, He reminded the Israelites to cele- 
brate the Passover every year, in 
memory of their deliverance’ from 
Egypt. This feast also pointed forward 
to Christ’s death. The same chapter 
commanded them to keep the Feast of 
First Fruits, which pointed forward 
to His resurrection. Read Leviticus 23: 
15, 16. This feast of two wave-loaves 
was on “Pentecost,” fifty days after the 
feast which typified the Resurrection. 
It foreshadowed the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, in blessing to both Jews and 
Gentiles. 

As we read Acts 2, let us write down 
the answers to the following questions:

ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 2:38, Golden Text). An 
ignorant coolie named Ode San, sixty- 
seven years of age, was converted, and 
returned from the mainland to his 
native island village to preach, as he 
said. Since he could not write, could 
read the Bible only by spelling out each 
word, and spoke most crudely, Captain 
Bickel was somewhat dismayed at hav- 
ing him as the first representative of 
Christianity in his town.

During his life he 
spoke to thousands and opened up four 
islands to the Gospel:—Source unknown.

on the second, then to the places on the 
map. Have any pupils started to tell 
about the Lord in their Jerusalem, far- 
ther from home? 

Chapter two of Acts contains some of 


the most exciting things that ever hap-, 


pened in this old world. The promised 
power came! Peter and the others be- 
gan their witnessing. Tell of the thou- 
sands from all lands gathered in the 
city for Pentecost, the continued prayer 
of the Christians, the sound and sight as 
the Holy Spirit came, the power of 
speech given to all, Peter’s sermon (in- 
cluding the reference to Joel which we 
studied a few weeks ago), the rising of 
the Jesus they had crucified, the 
conscience-stricken cry of the people, 
Peter’s assuring promise, and the bap- 
tism of three thousand. 

Some of the children will have seen 
on television thousands listening to 
Billy Graham in an outdoor meeting 
and hundreds coming forward to receive 
Christ as Saviour.» Some may have 
heard him. The Lord on high is still 
working through His disciple-apostles 
on earth! He still gives power to men 
through His Holy Spirit! 

We do not read in the Bible of the 
Holy Spirit’s coming with sound and 
flamé again. But He still sets people’s 
tongues free to tell about the Lord 
Jesus—common people and children as 
well as ministers—just ‘as Joel said. 
Find Joel 2:28, 29, and note the promise 
to sons and daughters. (I hope, Teacher, 
that you keep the Children at Home 
stories in this paper.

So look over 
the issues you have for a story of a boy 
or a girl who was a good witness for the 
Lord.) 

If you want to have the Holy Spirit 
and His power, Peter tells you what to 
do. (Explain the points in Acts 2:38, 39.) 

Peter knew about the Lord Jesus be- 
cause he had seen and heard Him and 
believed in Him. We know about Him 
because we have seen and heard Him in 
the Bible and believed in Him. 


Read about that exciting day of Pen- 
tecost in Acts 2. Read Peter’s sermon, 
too, and see how much of his Bible he 
knew by heart. He had learned verses 
from Joel and the Psalms long before, 
when he was a boy in synagogue-school. 
I think he memorized whole chapters 
while you do only a verse! At least, 
you can learn our new Memory Verse: 
“This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof 
we all are witnesses” (Acts 2:32). Then 
in the last part of the chapter you can 
see the Christians meeting together and 
having good times.

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be men of some importance in the busi- 
ness world, and some of them may be 
professing Christians. It will be, or 
should be, disturbing to young Chris- 
tians to observe, and even be expected 
to have a part in, practices that cannot 
be justified with Christian ethics, and 
there will be a temptation to do as 
many have done before—to set up two 
standards of conduct, one for everyday 
business life and another for strictly 
Christian conduct. Laxity that would 
not be tolerated for a moment in “Chris- 
tian” relationships will be allowed to 
find a place unchallenged in their busi- 
ness life, and before long they will be 
defending doubtful practices on the 
ground that one just cannot get ahead 
in business if his conscience is too sen- 
sitive. 
b4 

But God’s Word leaves no room for 
such a double standard. It holds up 
for approval men liké Job (Job 1:1-3, 
8, 20-22) whose business dealings were 
upright and clean and who consistently 
honored God, even. when adversity 
overtook him. It condemns otherwise 
influential and keen businessmen, such 
as Jacob and Ananias (Gen. 27:21-25, 
35, 36; 30:37 to 31:2; Acts 5:1-5), who 
stooped to shady practices and dishon- 
est dealings. 

4 


Some points for discussion are sug- 
gested in presenting this topic to your 
group. You may find it worth while 
to assign two of your members to speak 
briefly for and against each point. Be 
careful, however, not to leave any ques- 
tions up in the air, but rather make 
sure to apply Christian principles in 
such a way that they will show clearly 
that even when the financial rewards 
are attractive, or the advancement of 


one’s self is tempting, shady or doubt- — 


ful practices do not really pay in the 
final analysis. 


se 


Here are some of the questions you 
may consider: 

1. Are “sharp” practices good busi- 
ness? Good business is founded on 
honesty and integrity. Anything less 
strikes at the very foundations of good 
business. 

2. Are “sharp” practices essential to 
successful business? No success that 
is worthy of the name demands sharp 
dealings. In the very nature of things, 
sharp dealings have a way of catching 
up with the one who uses them. Jacob 
certainly found that his sharp practices 
with his father-in-law worked even- 
tually to his own disadvantage and loss 
of prestige. 

3. As long as you don’t get caught, 
are you all right? The Christian can 
take no comfort in the fact that wrong- 
doing sometimes is not detected. He 
must, first of all, live with his own 
conscience, and deep in his own heart 
he will be ashamed of his conduct. A 
Christian also is confronted with the 
realization that “the eyes of the Lord 
are in every place beholding the evil 
and the good” (Prov. 15:3), and that

one day he will have to give an account 
to God for what he has done. 

4. What’s wrong with getting ahead 
of a big corporation—it can afford it? 
It is not a matter of who can afford to 
lose when another may gain through 
dishonest or sharp practices. The one 
who indulges in such dealings always 
is the loser, in character, in peace of 
mind, and in standing with God. Large 
corporations are made up of individuals, 
and the principle is the same whether 
one or many are fleeced out of what is 
rightfully theirs. 

5. If certain advertising is misledfling 
but gets the business, why not use it? 
Misrepresentation may. succeed in the 
beginning, but eventually it will be 
discovered by those who have been 
fooled. Their confidence having been 
betrayed, future business will be lost 
and seldom can be regained.

Regardless of what other individuals 
do, and regardless of their Christian 
profession, as young Christians we must 
not forget that we are not our own, but 
are bought with a price and that we are 
therefore to glorify God in whatever 
we do (1 Cor. 6:20; 7:13; 10:31, 32), 
whether in business, our own personal 
affairs, or in whatever we engage. Any- 
thing less than this dishonors and 
grieves our Lord and Saviour.

When 
Herod heard John the Baptist preach, 
the Word of God tells us that he did 
many things—possibly he gave up 
drinking and smoking, stopped playing 
cards and gambling, and got rid of all 
sorts of things that were unpleasant. 
May the Holy Spirit put this word on 
your heart from the heart of God: there 
was just one thing that Herod would 
not do, and that was to give up one sin 
that ultimately landed him in hell. One 
sin, one relationship, one evil thing, and 
because he refused to give it up, there 
came a day when God’s voice never 
spoke again. 

In the challenge of the Christian 
race that confronts us there is a price 
to pay. The Word of God had come 
to us that it might, first of all, ex- 
pose us, only with a view to cleaning us 
up. When a Christian really comes 
clean and faces sin in its ugly wretched 
form and looks up into His face and 
says, “Lord, by Thy grace I cast off not 
some, but ALL,” then he has paid one 
price ‘a Christian has to pay if he 
would run the race. _ 

“Every weight.” What is a weight? 
A weight is something that pulls us 
down and encumbers us. A _ weight 
need not be a sin, but it can develop in- 
to one. In Christian living it is some- 
thing that hides the Saviour’s face 
from us, that makes it harder to: pray 
and read the Bible. What may be a 
weight in my life may not be a weight 
to you. There are some things that you 
as a Christian could perfectly well do 
and not suffer for, but I might suffer if 
I did them; and vice versa. 

Christian, are you permitting weights 
today? What about your family devo- 
tional life? Is it mechanical, or is it 
real? What about your personal prayer 
life? Is there fire and life .in it, or is it 
just dead, merely going through the 
machinery of it? If so, there is in your 
heart a weight, something that clouds 
your Saviour from you, hides His face, 
and disturbs His peace in your heart. 
A Christian in running this race is 
called upon to lay aside, to fling off, 
every weight. I would suggest to you 
that if you are not sure whether it is a 
weight or not, give God the benefit of 
the doubt and throw it out, for you can- 
not afford to run this race other than 
light and stripped that you might run 
and win. 

Perhaps you are saying, “I thought 
this Christian life was walked by faith 
and lived by faith.” So it is. But you 
have to enter again into the race at the 
first conscious moment of every day, 
and run with all your might 
strength so that every day by the power j 
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| of God you might win through. You 












cannot afford just to be idle and sit 
back and say, “I’ll leave it all to the 
Lord; He’ll do it for me.” You have to 
run, and that means every morning of 
every day “of your Christian life in the 
presence of God you must determine 
with all your heart: “Lord Jesus, by 


Thy strength and grace today I’m in the. 


race, heart and soul in it. I have cast 
off every weight and flung off every sin 
by Thy power, and I want to run with 
Thee.” 

Now, in conclusion, see what is the 
SECRET OF CONQUEST IN MIT. 
“Looking unto Jesus the author and fin- 
isher of our faith; who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God.” 

I cannot start dealing with weights, 
because the moment I look within my 
life I see too many of them. I cannot 
start trying to cut off one sin here and 
another there, because the moment I 
deal with one, it only breaks out in an 
uglier form at a deeper level. This is 
what I am expected to do as a Christian. 
This is the secret of running and win- 
ning and triumphing: it is coming to 
Him morning by morning, day by day, 
and saying to Him: “Lord Jesus, I am 
just useless, impotent, helpless, hopeless; 
Iam no good and never will be any 
good. The more I get to know You, 
Lord, the more conscious I am of my 
own sinfulness and corruption; I know 
You are not surprised at this for You 
knew I would. be like this when You 
saved me, and I can never be any differ- 
ent, and I don’t expect to; but, Lord, in 
my weakness and impotence, I come to 
You now and kneel at Your feet. and 
tell You I want to run in this race. I 
am looking to You and put Yourself be- 
tween myself, sin, weights, and count 
upon You as I run to go before me and 
to keep them beaten and defeated in 
the place of death.” 

That is the secret of conquest. When 
temptation comes, attacks, and pulls me 
down, I just lift up my heart in the 
very thick of the fight, and as deep 
cries unto deep, so I cry: “Lord, it is up 
to You! You have undertaken my sal- 
vation to make me holy and good and I 
can never be it myself; but, Lord, I am 
counting upon You, looking unto Jesus, 
the Author, the one who brought me 
into faith—the Finisher, the Perfecter, 
the one who will make me mature in 
faith—until one day I see Him face to 
face; the one who in between the be- 
ginning and the end will discipline, 


chasten, mold, and. fashion me as I run 


the race—looking unto Jesus.” 


Get your eyes off yourself, Christian, 
away from any hope in. the flesh, from 
Weights that pull you down, from wit- 
nesses that would be only too glad to 
See you slip, get your eyes up to your 
lovely Lord, looking unto Jesus. 

How do I do that?. “Let us run with 
Patience the race that is set before us.” 
It is the hardest lesson in life to learn 
to be patient, but God tells us to run 
with patience. The same word is in the 
very next verse when, speaking of the 
Lord Jesus, Paul says, “Who for the joy

A Doctor’s Casebook in the Light of 
the Bible. By Paul Tournier. (Good 
News Publishers, Westchester, Ill, 50 
cents.) Translated from the French, 
this 60-page condensed book gives a 
Christian doctor’s views on the problem 
of pain, sickness, and death. He be- 
lieves that body and soul affect one 
another, but does not teach that sin is 
the immediate, though it is the remote, 
cause of sickness. He cites interesting 
. cases from his own experience showing 
how the right relationship with God 
definitely affects physical health. For 
instance, when a neurotic woman whom 
he had been treating for ten years sud- 
denly found peace, the level of hemo- 
‘globin in her blood rose from 55 to 78 
per cent. 

An especially good chapter is “The 
Meaning of Disease.” “True courage,” 
says Dr. Tournier, “—the courage which 
has its roots in faith—is that which 
listens to what God is saying to us 
through disease and the threat of 
death.” He speaks of “the spiritual re- 
treat that sickness can become,” in 
which God teaches us needed lessons. 
Later, he tells of the anguish and per- 
plexity caused by a serious motor ac- 
cident which was partly his own fault. 
“That night I realized that it is ab- 
solutely impossible by intellectual proc- 
esses to separate that of which we are 
the victims from that for which we are 
to blamie. . . . I felt and understood 
the meaning of the Cross of Christ: 
that the Cross is the reparation for the 
irreparable; that we all bear a_ bur- 
den in which are mingled inextricably 
that of which we are the victims and 
that for which we are to blame, but 
that we can lay down this entire bur- 
den just as it is at the foot of the Cross; 
for the Cross is at one and the same 
time forgiveness where we are guilty 
and true relief where we are the vic- 
tims.” 

There is wise counsel in this little 
book for both patient and doctor. Dr. 
Tournier believes. that there should be 
a free and easy relationship between 
‘the two, that there should be frankness 
in serious illness, and that a Christian 
doctor should seek opportunity to wit- 
ness tactfully to his patients, showing 
them that Jesus Christ is the answer to 
their deepest spiritual problems. Scrip- 
ture is used frequently throughout th 
book and the Gospel is made plain. 
The concluding chapter shows that the 
highest good is an intimate, personal 
link with the living Christ, which car- 
ries one triumphantly not only through 
pain and sickness but death itself. “The 
Biblical view of life is the only true 
light because it comes to us from God.” 
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~ God’s River. By Donald Grey Barn- 
house. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.50.) After 
writing three volumes on the first four 
chapters of Romans, dealing with 
“Man’s Ruin,” “God’s Wrath,” and 
“God’s Remedy,” Dr. Barnhouse leads 
us to “God’s River”—that is the river of 
His love. In this volume he deals with 
the first eleven verses of chapter five. 
He spends as much as seven chapters 
on a single verse, describing from many 
angles this amazing love. He takes us 
in his travels to southeastern France. 
We journey. with him up the River 
Vaucluse to the fountain of the same 
name. “The waters are wide, swift, 
and deep. The arms of the cliff stretch 
around us, and the river comes toward 
us in undiminished volume. Suddenly 
we round the last bend, and there we 
see the water flowing from the foot of 
the rock, pouring forth thousands of 
gallons per minute, probably the great- 
est spring in the world. Thus flows 
the love of God.” Let us quote from 
him again as he continues to describe 
the love of God. “Before we pass on 
to the subjects that follow in the next 
volume, let us note the astounding dis- 
tance we have traveled since the third 
chapter of this epistle. There we were 
silent. Sin had closed the mouth of each 
member of the human race. All stood 
condemned. The giving of the law ef- 
fectively stopped boasting on the part 
of man. The law was given that every 
mouth might be stopped and all the 
world be brought guilty before God. 
Now we discover that grace has opened 
the mouth of each believer. And from 
the opened mouth comes a shout of 
praise. The believer is not born mute. 
There cannot be any dumb children in 
the family of God. We joy and rejoice 
in God. Our praise goes forth to Him 
who opened our mouth.” If you love 
the Gospel of God’s grace you will 
thrill at the reading of this volume. 


My Three Years Inside Russia. By 
Comrade X, as told to Ken Anderson 
(Zondervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 
6, Mich., $2). Conizade X was a Ger- 
man soldier in World War II. Cap- 
tured by the Russians in the closing 
days of that conflict, he spent the next 
three years in prison camps in Siberia. 
His story of the sufferings—physical, 
emotional, and spiritual—of those years 
is a moving document, and doubly so 
because Comrade X knew the Lord 
when he became a prisoner, and knew 
Him infinitely better as a result of this 
awful experience. And so his account 
becomes a powerful testimony to the 
8race of God, and to the faithfulness 
of the Lord, manifested in the midst of 
circumstances that are almost beyond 
the reader’s imagination. Telling his 
story anonymously, lest others should 
Suffer as a result of it, Comrade X 
bears witness to the nearness of Christ 
in the time of terrible despair, and to 
the power of the Word of God in his 


own life and those of other prisoners. 


He does not overdramatize the story, 
and the hook is all the more effective 
because he does not. Nor does he hate 
his persecutors; the love of Christ is

’ The Christ of the Earliest Christians. 
By William M. Ramsay, Ph.D. (John 
Knox Press, Richmond, Va., $3.) “Did 
the first Christians regard Jesus as 
primarily human, or did they, from the 
beginning, insist on His divine nature?” 
This is the question that this young 
preacher, using most. scholarly methods, 
sets out to answer. The volume is thor- 
oughly documented and is furnished 
with complete index of Scripture and 
also of subjects. As every student 
knows, this is valuable in such a book. 
Those who love to see Christ exalted 
will thrill at many ,of ‘these chapters.

have to believe that “Jesus was indeed 
thought of in terms derived from such 
strange books as Enoch and some of the 
Dead Sea Scriptures?” We believe with 
Luke that they got their information 
“from above.” The author seems to 
throw doubt on the genealogical tables 
of Matthew 1 and Luke 3. His ideas of 
the second coming of Christ are confus- 
ing. How can we believe that “an 
anointed one” (the Christ) of Daniel 9 
“reigns for ‘sixty-two weeks, and then is 
cut off, never to appear again’? He 
believes that “John does not completely 
abandon future expectation—but the 
‘second coming’ that he emphasizes is 
the coming of the Holy Spirit.” If he 
believes that the early parts of the New 
Testament were written in a dead lan- 
guage, Aramaic, he will have to take 
issue with so careful a Bible student as 
the late Dr. Campbell Morgan. ,

S IT necessary to have a closely 

graded school and to teach different 
portions of the Bible to different age 
groups in order to do effective Sunday 
school work today? Many who for

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Christian faith in the modern world. 
The author was at one time director of 
the Australian Institute of Archaeology 
in Melbourne. He now lectures in Old 
Testament Studies in the Baptist Theo- 
logical College of New South Wales, 
Australia. He takes up in this volume 
where he left off in his former volume, 
“Archaeology and the Old Testament.” 
That is, he begins after the return of 
the exiled Jews to their homeland, and 
he ends his discussions with an account 
of. Herod the Great. In reading this 
yolume we often follow our guide out- 
side Palestine, but, in the nature of 
things, we find our evide1uce wherever 
the Jews lived during these centuries. 
“One never knows when archaeological 
material from almost anywhere in the 
East will throw light on the people of 
the Bible, since the contacts with Pales- 
tine were so numerous and so varied. 
A There is something exciting in 
building up the Biblical records with 
information from non-Biblical histori- 
ans and from the thrilling discoveries 
of modern archaeology. It is very evi- 
dent once again that the Biblical rec- 
ords have their roots firmly entrenched 
in general world history.” One of the 
most satisfying chapters of the book is 
the one on “The Religious Community 
of Qumran” and the finding of their 
precious scrolls that had been hidden 
for well-nigh two millenniums. “In the 
difficult days of the last part of the 
second century B.C., the pious group 
of Jews represented here was convinced 
that the end of this wicked age was at 
hand.” “They expected a prophet, a 
priest, and a king in that day.” We 
are glad to hear the author say that 
the distinctive doctrines of Christian- 
ity did not grow out of the Qumran 
Sect. The reading of this book again 
gives us convincing evidence that God 
gave us the Bible. 


The Two Empires in Japan. By John 
M. L. Young. (May be had from the 
Independent Board for Presbyterian 
Foreign Missions, 246 W. Walnut Lane, 
Philadelphia 44; $1.25.) Mr. Young has 
added to his stature as evangelistic mis- 
sionary, statesman, and educator in the 
writing of this history of the vicissi- 
tudes of Christianity in Japan. The 
“two empires” are Christianity and the 
polytheistic state. The inspiration came 
from Westcott’s similar treatment of 
the same kind of conflict in the Roman 
Empire, but the penetrating analysis 
and keen insight into the problems 
come from the author himself. The 
history has its lessons for missionaries, 
missionary societies, churches, and in- 
dividuals. Christianity was first intro- 
duced to Japan in a highly paganized 
‘form, as Jesuit priests sought to take 
the island empire by force. This failed, 
and Christianity was outlawed for 
years. Then Protestants took up the 
challenge and the denominations sent 
their representatives. Japanese nation- 
alism fought off creedal formulations, 
and a diluted Christianity resulted, 
which soon fell prey to Liberalism and 
compromise. Shinto added the coup de 
grace to this phase of missionary en- 
deavor, and all but a few joined in the 
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dual recognition of the Emperor and 
Christ. Another phase of the Protes- 
tant endeavor came after the Second 
World War, as evangelical societies sent 
their representatives, but here again a 
.firm stand against sin and compromise 
was missing from the message, and now 
again polytheism is rearing its ugly 
head. Mr. Young tells his story in a 


fashion that is both thrilling and in-' 


structive. He has skillfully inter- 
twined narrative with docurmentation 
in such a way that the reader is faced 
with unavoidable facts and with a chal- 
lenge for the future. The author leaves 
no doubt that a crisis lies ahead for 
the church in Japan. He has written a 
book calculated to arouse Christians to 
their responsibilities to preach an un- 
diluted message and to found uncom- 
promising churches. 


We Prepare and Preach. Edited by 
Clarence Stonelynn Roddy. (Moody 
Press, Chicago 10; $3.25.) Eleven prom- 
inent ministers were selected to con- 
tribute to the preparation of this unique 
compilation of sermons. Such names 
as Donald G. Barnhouse, R. G. Lee, and 
Wilbur M. Smith are on the roster, in- 
dicating the ability, as well as the 
variety of personality and presenta- 
tion. Each contributor has taken three 
or four pages to summarize his method 
of approach and preparation, and some 
of them give expression to their per- 
sonal convictions about this matter of 
preaching. Pertinent and challenging 
statements appear here and there. These 
brief summaries will be helpful to 
young ministers particularly, but will 
be found to be very interesting and 
thought-provoking to all who try to 
preach the Word of God. Each of the 
contributors has also provided a full- 
length sermon, and these messages 
cover a wide range of subject matter, 
though for the most part they are doc- 
trinal and inspirational. Though the 
sermons are all worth reading, they do 
not always seem to exemplify the pre- 
viously stated principles and convic- 
tions. The sermon by J. R. W. Stott of 
England is probably the shortest one 
in the book, but was particularly re- 
freshing to this reviewer, both from the 
homiletical standpoint as well as the 
content. Every minister of the Word 
of God will profit by reading this vol- 
ume. 


Faith and Its Difficulties. By J. H. 
Bavinck. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.) Mr. Eerd- 
mans, Sr., has translated from the 
Dutch parts of a symposium by three 
authors of whom Dr. Bavinck is one. 
He is professor of Missions at the Free 
University of Amsterdam. This work, 
which is not light reading but rather 
heavy and philosophical, is presented 
in three parts: The Unknown God; 
Man: The Enigma; The Call for De- 
liverance; which in turn have subdi- 
visions so that there are in all sixteen 
chapters in this eighty-five-page vol- 
ume. Dr. Bavinck shows that, while 
most men are conscious of God, the 
majority do not really know Him. He 
can be known only through Christ who 
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was-God manifest in the flesh. In the 
second section he gives a very pene- 
trating analysis of the intricacies of 
human nature, speaking frankly of the 
contradictions in man and his perplexity 
because of them. Dr. Bavinck puts 
man into two classes: “the human be- 
ing as he is in himself, and the human 
being as he by the grace of God can 
become.” He declares that “when a 
person has accepted the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ and has surrendered to Him, 
that does not mean that all difficulties 
have vanished away.” It is with many 
of the Christian’s difficulties that this 
book deals. While the first two sec- 
tions present a dark picture, the sun- 
shine of the Gospel breaks through the 
clouds, as it were, in “The Call for De- 
liverance.” Here there are refreshing 
comments on many passages of Scrip- 
ture, particularly. in the Gospels. Dr. 
Bavinck lays great stress on the words 
of Christ, “The truth shall make you 
free,” and on the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit in the believer. He declares that 
we must “believe that God is really 
ready and willing to make us new 
creatures” and that we must whole- 
heartedly desire to be made such. He 
gives three causes for our impotence 
and makes it clear that the answers to 
all our spiritual problems are found in 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

the Jews than by praying for them and 
by lovingly witnessing to them and of- 
fering them God’s Word?

known objectively. He is only the 
‘Subject of subjects.’ Riviere quotes 
Kierkegaard as heaping ridicule upon 
the old-fashioned study of Christian 
evidences. To argue for the existence 
of God from known facts and data is 
held to be supremely absurd. Paul’s 
statement (Rom. 1:19, 20) to the effect 
that the eternal power and deity of God 
may be known through the data of the 
created world is utterly .contrary to 
the germinal thought which runs from 
Kierkegaard through the writings of the 
Barthians and the dimensionalists.” 
Kierkegaard’s philosophy was _ dis- 
cussed by Frank E. Farrell in His mag- 
azine (June, 1953). Referring to one 
of Kierkegaard’s books, “Fear and 
Trembling,” he wrote: “Abraham is 
said to have gone out from the land of 
his fathers taking only his faith while 
leaving his earthly understanding be- 
hind. This is acceptable only if rightly 
interpreted. He is said also to have be- 
lieved the preposterous—God’s promise. 
We reply that such a statement is pre- 
posterous for God’s promises are not— 
great and high though they may be.” 
“Kierkegaard ofttimes takes a cavalier 
[supercilious] attitude toward Scrip- 
ture, bending it into harmony with his 
own presuppositions. . He denies 
Adam’s representative relationship to 
the race, saying that we are all Adam 
inasmuch as we all fall while acting as 
the race... . 
attitude toward Adamic headship is the 
absence of any reference to Christ’s rep- 
resentative work on the cross or’ im- 


Consistent with such an- 
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puted justification, leaving us with a 
salvation by passionate works. Thus 
we see how Biblical doctrine is denied 
in this system.” In the latter part of 
his article Farrell mentioned several 
good points in Kierkegaard’s writings. 

Thus it is clear that Kierkegaard is 
one to shun rather than admire.
